The Canadian 
immigration officers, however, are put- 
ting up the barriers, and no alien is 
permitted to enter Canada unless he 
complies with the Canadian immigra- 
tion and comes under the proyisious of 
the immigration act. During June it 
is reported that 475 aliens from the 
United States attempted to migrate 
to Canada through Niagara Falls 
Only 34 were given legal admission 
and 400 were turned back. The chief 
reasons for rejection are given as in- 
ability to comply with the Cane lian 
immigration requirements, absence of 
passports, of irregular documents and 
occupational groups now admissible tc 
Canada, British born immigrants are 
admitted as well as those from North- 
ern Europe, but thosc whose origin & 
Central Southern European or other 
limited classes can never enter 

Out of the millions of people who 
cross the International boundary at 
Niagara the Canadian immigration cf- 
ficers have been unostentatiously 
weeding out these back door migrants 
from tourists and others who legally 
pass and repass, Some of the people 
who attempted to enter Canada had 
previously come to the Dominion aud 
slipped across into the United States 
having come to Canada only to get 
back door access to the States, These 
people find it impossible to gét back 
into Canada now, 

The United States authorities ‘ure 
deporting all people found in the ter- 
ritory without legal entry, Canadr. 
will not accept any of these deportevs 
who must be returned to the country 
of origin.

In spite of the recent heavy rains 
there are a number of districts still 
short of moisture to carry the crop 
The Camrose district reports that 
there has been some improvement in 
the crops since the rain a week ago, 
but that the prevalence of high winds 
has dried the moistura, and more rain 
and warmer weather is urgenly need- 
ed. The crop prospects in this dis- 
tric} are stated to be poor, 

In the Wainwyight district crop con- 
ditions are stated to be 75 per cent 
below those of last year, the crop sul- 
fering considerably from the high 
winds that have prevailed during the 
last few days 

Reports from the Tofield district 
state that the crops in that area are 
in a very critical condition, as prac- 
tically no rain has been received since 
seeding. Continued dry weather and 
high winds have taken all the moist- 
ure out of the soll, and wheat has 
headed out with small heads and 
standing from four t) six inches high 
This cror will be a total failure if 
heavy rains are rot received in thé 
next few days.

MADRID, July 4-—The Spanish 
trans-Atlantic fuers and the five Bri- 
lish officers of H.M.S, Eagle who sav- 
ed them after being seven days lost 
in mid-Atlantic near the Azores, came 
to Madrid together on a special train 
from Algeciras this morning to be 
greeted with an ovation such as this 
capital rarely has seen, 

The human avalanche numbering 
thousands broke through police lines, 
swept aside the train porters, employ- 
ces and passengers attempting to 
alight, and kicked luggage from the 
piatforms, Their roars drowned every 
other sound, even the engine whistles 
and the brass band. The large offi- 
cial representation which hi lane 
ned a dignified greeting and welcome 
was lost in the shuffle, 

Outside the station, crowds extend- 
ed back almost solidly for half a mile, 
The aviators and the British guests, 
who included Captain Lawrence, D.8, 
O, and Lieut, R. A. Kilroy, of the 
Eagle, were shoved through to auto- 
mobiles which drove them to the Pal- 


ace hotel,

The McKenna duties,

PLENTY STRONG ENOUGH 

If Tuesday's gale was only a fifty-mile- 
an-hour breeze, Edmonton people will have 
no longing for a visitation from one of the 
cighty-mile winds which occasionally 
sweep some other sections of the con- 
tinent, Perhaps the residents of this 
wind-free mart of the country are easily 
satisfied in such matters, but Tuesday's 
blow did seem to be quite vigorous enough 
for all practical purposes 

A good deal, of course, depends upon 
what people are used to, Tuesday's dust 
storm was the worst that ever struck this 
community, and by common consent the 
worst that the community ever wants to 
see. If that was only a fifty-mile zephyr, 
by all means let the real winds blow where 
they list so long as it is somewhere else. 


THE PENSION TAX 

Representatives of the municipalities 
of the province, at the Calgary conven- 
tion, agreed unanimously that the legis- 
lature should not have passed on a part of 
the cost. of old age pensions to the muni- 
cipalities. This was done at the recent 
session, by providing that each municipal- 
ity must pay to the provincial treasury 10 
per cent of the amount paid during the 
previous year to pensioners living within 
the municipal boundaries, 

Immediately there is little prospect. 
that this provision will be repealed. But 
eventually i* will be. That may almost be 
accepted as a certainty, The impost is not 
fair, since a municipality has no means of 
protecting itself against an influx of aged 
persons from other parts of the country. 
And the tax will hit some centres much 
harder than others, not necessarily those 
centres whose tax-payers are best able to 
stand the levy, The municipalities in op- 
posing that tax are fighting a wrong. 


EUROPE WANTS OUR PRODUCTS 


In 1913 Canada's exports direct to 
continental Europe amounted to 12 mil- 
lion dollars, Last year the figure was 169 
millions, In 1913 Canada exported to 
Britain goods valued at 170 millions, Last 
year the value was 434 millions, Our 
shipments across the Atlantic were more 
last year than three times those in 1913, 
measured in dollars. The gain in direct 
exports to the continent amounted to 
about 800 per cent; in exports to Britain 
to 65 per cent, 

These figures are particularly interest- 
ing in view of the evident intent of the 
United States to shut out our goods still 
more rigidly, They supply a timely cor- 
rective to the idea that the Dominion is 
hopelessly dependent upon the republic 
for buyers of the. bulk of its export com- 
moditics, Our peace-time exports to 
Europe have been growing as fast as our 
exports to the United States, With the 
settlement of the reparations controversy, 
Europe will be able to buy still more of 
our products, That ‘is one quarter in 
which we shall be able to market larger 
quantities of the foodstuffs which the 
United States does not want,

iakes frequent reference: to consult- 
tion between the Government of Great 
Gritain and the governments of the 
Dominions, The views of the latter are 
being sought on a remarkably wide range 
of subjects, These include the reduction 
of armaments; the signing of the optional 
clause for international arbitration; the 
resumption of diplomatic relations with 
Soviet Russia; migration, No previous 
government of Great Britain has indicated 
so many questions at one time on which it 
was seeking the opinions of the ministries 
of the other British nations. 

That is probably good politics on the 

part of Premier Macdonald, It is certainly

good imperialism, It makes clear at the 
outset that his Government is not ob- 
sessed with the “little England” idea, and 
that it recognizes the Dominions as equal 
partners in the Commonwealth. That is 
sound policy, and should get a warm re- 


sponse from the capital of every British | 


state. Partnership can‘ mean little or 
nothing unless there is consultation be- 
forehand on matters which affect the 
common interests or the common secur- 


ity, Unanimous agreement on all questions | 


is not to be hoped for. But the nearer 
that can be secured the better.

The 
pressure in the main line had been re- 
duced to about 70 pounds, and it was 
under this pressure when the re pair 
work was being carried out, When we 
were ready to lower the pipe the U- 
bolts holding the pipe to the anchors 
had to be removed, and in movine and 
lowering the line, unfortunately the 
end of one pipe line blew out from the 
coupling which had necessarily been 
lonsened to permit of sufficient play 
for the pipe line to be moved 

“The nearest valve east was imme- 
diately closed, as well as the valve ut 
the Edmonton siation. As soon as the 
gas had escaped from the line a new 
length of pine was inserted and the 
as turned into the line again. Notice 
of this was received at the office at 
about 4:35. About five minutes earlier 
however, the gas had failed, and it was 
not considered safe to allow the gas to 
pass the Edmonton station into the 
distribution system until all our cus- 
toraers had been notified to turn off 
their appliances, It took until about 
half-past eight to notify all our Cus 
tomers. The gas was turned on at 
the Edmonton station about 8:26. and 
at the larger regulator stations 
throughout the city about five minutes 
later, At 9 o'clock we blew our foe

Mr, Grant continued by expressing 
a great regard for Canada and Cana- 
dians, He said there was only one 
fault to find with them, Cunadians 
went to the United States, annexed 
the best “jobs” going, and made good 
They were splendid people and would 
not allow anyone to get ahead of them 

President Hoover, according to Mr 
Grant, will prove to be the best presi- 
dent the United Stetes ever had, Bon 
of a former chief executive, he ex- 

ressed the opinion that the United 
States, with Hoover at the helm, would 
leave behind animosities and other in- 
sular viewpoints 

Better Peeling 

“There ts one thing certain The 
feeling between the United States and 
Great Britain will be better than ever 
as a result of Hoover presidency 
There ts gradually coming a closer 
union between the two nations, 
this eventually will be for the good of 
the world, The bombastic utterances

Record in Price Obtained 
for Lac La Biche 
Whitefish 


More than 3,000 fishing Hcenses and 
permits have been issued for Alberts 
waters to date this year, according to 
Inspector Rodd of the local fisheries 
office 

This number is a considerable in- 
crease over the same period in 1928, 
and before the end of the year @ new 
all-time mark is expected. The licen- 
ses cover several groups, among them 
being commercial, domestic and angl- 
ing. In every case an increase is re- 
ported 

At present the permits are being 
checked over by local officials, and it 
will be some days before the work js 
finished, In the meantime fishing 
goes on apace in all streams and lakes 
in the province 

In some of the commercial lakes, 
the catch this year has been exceYent 
end with good prices prevailing, h- 
ernien are having a good year. A case 
in point is Lac La Biche, where some 
three weeks after the season opened 
on May 16 the season’s limit was 
caught. The men here received 10 
cents a pound for whitefish, the high- 
est ~v'ce ever naid 

The domestic iicenses are those ts- 
sued to Indians, halfbreeds and trap- 
pers for catching fish for their own 
use 

In connection 


with angling, it is 
stated that requests for permits have 
come from all over the dominion and 
many of the States south of the line, 
the fame of Alberta’s fish having tra- 
velled far afield. Many Americans 
will visit Cold Lake this year for the 
huge trout that are to be found in iv 
waters,
